Seven years have gone by since the Mennonite 
Educational Society of Manitoba began the opera¬ 
tion of Mennonite Educational Institute. A rather 
enthusiastic student-body came to 922 Notre Dame 
to share in making Mennonite history. A group of 
less than 30 dedicated members had formed the so¬ 
ciety and were responsible for the operation of the 
school that first year. Two staff members and 37 
students made up the school the first year, 1958-59. 
Today, 922 Notre Dame and 343 Edison, have been 
relegated to past history. Fond memories, however, 
will always be cherished by many whose experiences 
date back to the first 6 years of Mennonite Educa¬ 
tional Institute. 

Since it is generally accepted that our present 
location will be the permanent home of our school, 
a new name has been adopted. As Westgate Menno¬ 
nite Collegiate our aims and purposes, originally 
envisaged, will be retained and certainly our teach¬ 
ing programme shall be such that all students will 
experience the Christian challenge to meaningful 
discipleship of Christ! 

Our programme of studies will be very closely 
linked to the curriculum as set out by the Depart¬ 
ment of Education for the province of Manitoba. 
Areas of special interest and emphasis will always 
continue to be: Church History (grades 7-8-9), 
Mennonite History (9-10-11-12), Catechism (9-10), 
Study of Faith (11-12), Psalms and Hymns (7-8). 
It is also anticipated that the music curriculum 
will continue to grow from a very fine beginning 
made this year by Mrs. Dorothy V. Lawson.

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Das Schuljaihr 1964-65 war und ist fuer den 
Mennonitischen Bildungsverein, fuer die Studenten 
und fuer die Lehrer von grosser Bedeutung, die 
durch die folgenden Ereignisse besondere Betonung 
fand. 

Am ersten August zog die Schule von 343 Edi¬ 
son in North Kildonan nach 86 Westgate um und 
machte damit einen Riesenschritt vorwaerts in ih- 
rer noch so kurzen Entwicklung. Dadurch verbes- 
serte sich die Situation der Schule in jeder Hin- 
sicht; raeumlich gesehen erhielten wir als Schule 
einen herrlichen Platz im Zentrum unserer Stadt 
und auch die Klassenraeume und die uebrigen Lo- 
kale waren nun weit zweckmaessiger als frueher. 
Diese erste Verbesserung trug wahrscheinlich auch 
massgebend dazu bei, dass sich die Schuelerzahl 
um dreissig Studenten vergroesserte. 

Eine weitere bedeutungsvolle Veraenderung 
war fuer uns, dass Frl. Agnes Friesen und Frau 
Lawson als Lehrerinnen zu uns kamen. Sie haben 
beide viel zur Bereicherung unseres Lehrprogramms 
beigetragen. 


Die folgenreichste Veraenderung in diesem 
Jahre ist jedoch die Tatsache, dass drei Lehrkraefte 
des Lehrerkollegiums die Schule nun fuer das kom- 
mende Schuljahr verlassen. Sie alle waren mit der 
Schule stark verwachsen und hatten der Schule 
jeder in seinem Teil, ihr Gesicht aufgepraegt, hatten 
weitgehend am Gedeihen der Schule teilgenommen. 

Den drei ausscheidenden Lehrern: Principal 
Franz Neufeld, Lehrer Victor Reimer und Lehrer 
B. Schulz soli dieses Jahrbuch gewidmet sein als 
ein besonderes Zeichen der Dankbarkeit und Aner- 
kennung, als ein Zeichen der Liebe und Hochach- 
tung. 

Lehrer und Prinzipal Franz Neufeld ist mit 
der Schule schon vor ihrer Entstehung verbunden 
gewesen, denn er war Mitglied einer Studienkommis- 
sion, die die Notwendigkeit einer Privatschule in 
mennonitischen Kreisen Winnipegs untersuchen soll- 
te und sie dann spaeter ins Leben rief. 

1958 wurde Lehrer Neufeld als Leiter und 
Lehrer der Schule berufen und ist seit der Zeit 
im Laufe von sieben Jahren unermuedlich, oft un- 
ter grossen Schwierigkeiten, taetig gewesen. Zu 
einem grossen Teil verdankt die Schule ihm naechst 
dem Direktorium ihre Existenz und ihr Wachstum. 
Mit grosser Muehe hat er der Schule eine bestimm- 
te und ihre eigene Tradition gegeben; er- praegte 
sozusagen das Antlitz der Schule. Fuer all das sind 
Schueler und Kollegen, Direktorium und nicht zu- 
letzt unsere Gemeinschaft Lehrer Neufeld zu vielem 
Dank verpflichtet. 

Lehrer Reimer kam an das Westgate Collegiate 
1961 aus Saskatchewan und hat sich dann sehr bald 
bei den Studenten und auch bei seinen Kollegen be- 
liebt und verdient gemacht. Nach vierjaehriger treu- 
er Arbeit gehen Reimers nun zurueck nach Saska¬ 
toon, wo Lehrer Reimer sein Studium an der Uni- 
versitaet von Saskatoon fortsetzen will. 

Lehrer Schulz ist an der Schule seit 1963 taetig 
gewesen. Seine Arbeit wird von Studenten und Kol¬ 
legen hoch geschaetzt. Sein heiterer Mut, seine Be- 
geisterung fuer Sport, ganz gleich welcher Art, 
haben sehr viel zur Hebung des Schulgeistes beige¬ 
tragen. Sicherlich werden wir dieses in der kom- 
menden Zeit sehr vermissen. 

Wenn diese drei Lehrer und Kollegen uns nun 
verlassen, so wollen wir ihnen alien mit der Ver- 
oeffentlichung dieses Jahrbuches unseren herzlich- 
sten Dank aussprechen fuer alles, was sie aus 
Liebe und in treuer Pflichterfuellung getan haben.

Den Lehrem und Schuelern war es eine ganz 
besondere Freude, dass die ehemaligen Lehrerinnen 
des MEI, Frau A. Penner und Frau E. Peters mit 
Tochter Bambi, extra zu diesem Schulfest gekom- 
men waren.

Unsere Schule unterscheidet sich von den Re- 
gierungsschulen indem, dass Mennonitengeschichte 
unterrichtet wird, und dass sie eine gute Gruend- 
ung in unserer deutschen Muttersprache bietet.

Westgate Mennonite Collegiate is the new name 
of the school since the annual meeting of the 
Mennonite Educational Society in January. The 
name is, of course, closely linked with the present 
location of the school. From a rather unique begin¬ 
ning in the Sunday School section of the First 
Mennonite Church, the school located in North Kil- 
donan for a period of 5 years. When the opportun¬ 
ity to purchase 86 Westgate came the board acted 
quickly to purchase the property. Since September 
of 1964, 86 Westgate has been the home of our 
school. The grounds are spacious and well-kept and 
certainly add a touch of glamour and romance to 
our school. 

The property, originally known as “The Woods 
Estate”, was planned by an English architect, the 
brother of G. K. Chesterton, and was so planned 
as to blend into the surroundings of woodland on 
the river’s edge. The building must have been a 
favourite gathering place for the friends and re¬ 
latives of the original owners. Just prior to the 
occupancy of 86 Westgate by the Order “Sacred 
Heart,” Mr. and Mrs. Parton were the proud oc¬ 
cupants and owners. Places of particular beauty 
were the dining room, now the office of the prin¬ 
cipal, and the drawing room, now the library. 
The oak panelling in the dining room and the 
polished, brocaded silk, which lined the walls of 


the entire drawing room, must have been particul¬ 
arly beautiful by the light of hung chandeliers and 
in company with ornaments and original paintings 
hung everywhere. One of the paintings, which had 
originally hung over the fireplace in the main hall¬ 
way, has been restored to its accustomed place. 
Mrs. Parton graciously handed it over to us in 
January, 1965. 

Since 1947, when the Order “Sacred Heart” 
occupied the grounds, 86 Westgate had served as 
a girls’ school. Many renovations were made and 
the original beautiful English country home lost 
much of its former beauty to become a functional 
educational building. New classrooms were added, 
and in the last school term some 240 girls (kinder¬ 
garten to Grade XI) received their schooling here. 
They must have been somewhat crowded. Since then 
no major changes have been made. Greatly apprec¬ 
iated are the chapel, the common room, and the 
kitchen. Perhaps in time, proper dining facilities 
can be arranged so that the noon hours during the 
long winter months can be somewhat more plea¬ 
sant. The history has been colourful. Perhaps the 
history yet to be written about 86 Westgate will 
be more colorful still. But, that is a chapter stu¬ 
dents and teachers of a modem age will write.
